William McKinley, whose name and 
p e r s o n a lity 
just 
now dominate 
all 
things Republican, hold» the front cen­ 
ter of the public stage. 
He is probably 
more talked about today than any other 
American and promises to hold that 
position for several months. 
Under the 
#nll glare of publicity he stands unflinch- 
in g ly while the searchlight is turned 
steadily upon him. 
It is a crucial test 
Ho detail of his whole career, no phase 
at his character, no act or word or deed, 
however shrouded by years, is left un 
disdosed. 
And what does the light reveal? An 
ancestry of honest, sturdy, hardworking 
folks, poor and in humble circumstances, 
but of such sort that no man in this 
democratic country need be ashamed. 
A boyhood spent among simple but pure 
minded people—spent in industry and 
in an honest endeavor to rise. A young 
manhood devoted to gal'antly fighting 
for the Union, and later, when peace had 
come and the sword was put away, to 
the pursuit of an honored profession. 
The details of his later career in con­ 
gress, where for years ho represented his 
state faithfully and with much personal

credit—these werw « iuc._, mm . . sr- 
foare. His later service« to the great c m - 
mon wraith of which ho became govern­ 
or are of such re «nt date that they need 
hardly to be mentioned in summing up 
the events of his life. 
As a mere boy he was a good school- 
teacher. 
There are official records to show that 
he was a good soldier. 
As a lawyer ho did credit to the pro­ 
fession. 
As a statesman ho made a most bril­ 
liant record, which« although in the 
heat of a political campaign may be 
criticised by his opponents, w ill un­ 
doubtedly stand the test of time. 
As for integrity of character, there is 
no blot on the McKinley escutcheon. 
His sterling honesty was demonstrated 
and tested in the fire of financial disas­ 
ter. Few public men have had to pass 
through this ordeal, and none of those 
who did came out of it more honorably 
than William McKinley. 
His patriotism is the strongest point 
in his character. 
Whether as a boy sol­ 
dier, fighting for his oountry, or as a 
politician seeking to serve it, as a gov­ 
ernor directing the fortunes of a great 
state, or as a statesman molding the 
statutes of the nation, he has been first 
and foremost an American, and all his 
pride has been centered in that name. 
Not since the days of Webster, with 
whom he has many traits in common, 
always excepting Abraham Lincoln, 
have we had a man in public life who 
so typified the country, whoso every ut­ 
terance had in it so much expression of 
his lore of the land, as McKinley. 
All 
through his 4 years in the army, his 
14 years in congress and his 4 years 
in the gubernatorial chair he bas been 
unswerving in nis Americanism. 
Such 
is the man who is now an honest candi­ 
date for the presidency. 


M'KINLEY’S BOYHOOD. 


not in a great public way, but simply 
as faithful and devoted citizens, not 
striving for particular eminence, but 
notable for sturdiness of character and 
integrity. 
It was among such people and of 
them that William M cKinle/ was bem, 
at Niles, in Trumbull county, O., Jan. 
20, 1843. 
A younger son, he w-as destined by 
his father, after whom he was named, 
for the bar, and was educated at the 
public schools, and later entered Alle­ 
ghany oollege at Meadville, Pa. .teaching 
school to pay his tuition foes.

was he matriculated when the civil war 
came on. 
He was but a stripling of 19 
when he entered as a private. 
McKinley, as those who remember 
him as a boy in Poland declare, was a 
real boy, full of fun, loving athletic

yet at 16 we find him taking upon him ­ 
self a serious * iew of hfo.

dist Episcopal church of Poland, the 
of vrhir-H wsu R#v Dr. Day.

Ho is Scotch-Irish by 
descent, and his ancestors immigrated 
to this country early enough to have 


b o m who took a patriotic part in the 
war of the Revolution. 
The family removed from Pennsyl­ 
vania to Ohio in 1814, and from that 
dayhavfc been identified with that state. 


Bow H e Roe« From th e R ank* and B e­ 
came a Brevet Major. 
Young MrKinley had l»eeu a keen ob­ 
server, so far as his opportunities went, 
of the political events rtiat culminated 
in the firing on Fort Sumter. 
The call 
of the president for troojw found a quick 
response in his breast, as it did all 
through the north. And when the drums 
and fifes aroused the echoes of the qu:et 
streets of Poland, among the first appli­ 
cants for enlistment was William Mc­ 
Kinley, Jr. 
It was a new experience and a new 
school that the 18-year-old b»»y ent* red, 
this school of war, but he had wonder­ 
ful teachers. 
It was his good fortune 
that assigned him to the Twenty-t bird 
Ohio.

without complaint. They congratulated 
him, therefore, when he was made com­ 
missary sergeant of the regiment. Later, 
after Autietwoi, he was made a second 
lieutenant, and the Mahoning county 
boy had risen from the ranks.

»aptism in blood at Oarnitox Ferry. He 
had gone through the W *st Virginia 
Campaign ^nd become a part of the 
magnificent Army of the P tomao under 
McClellan.

He wi » iV.il» f y< uthfal en­ 
thusiasm and i.i < r. rial he re turned to 
his h- me in Oh. fully expecting to ac­ 
cept the flait ring oiler mad» him of a 
comm as: u i l the regular army. 
But t this h s parents offered strong 
Opposition. 
They pointed * at tho small 
rewards to honor and ambition that 
com«1 to the s Id r in time *.f peace. At 
length he ve Le d to thf r p rsunsion* 
and reluctantly gave up his dreams of 
m artial gl ry a: 1 bent his mind upon 
the pursuits of peace. 
The war had 
made a man of him and ended all 
thought > f a o< llegiato < urn r. 
He rust 
about f r a professtoB, and naturally, 
considering the b* nt of his mind, he 
chose th< law. 
He became a stud» lit in 
the offiees >f Chari* s E. Glidd* n and 
Davi*l Wilson, then leaders of the Ma­ 
honing county bar. 
He supplement»-d 
his reading by taking the course at the 
Albany Law school« and in 1867 was 
admitt» d to the practice. 
He h eated at 
Canton, where he formed a partnership 
with Judge Beldeu. 
Il»* was an » xcelleut advocate, even in 
th*»se early years, and made some of the 
best jury arguments ever made at the 
Stark county bar. 
At the time he was 
first elected to congress he enjoyed one 
of the leading places and one of the best 
general practices in the county. 
As a lawy* r Mr. McKinley was al­ 
ways thorough and careful in the prepa­ 
ration of cast s. H»' had the confidence of 
everybody and soon became particularly 
prominent as an advocate. He prepared 
himself by thorough courses of reading 
for his public career. 
Ho ii much as 


Garfield vras in this respect and pos­ 
sesses element* of strength by reason of 
his thorough study of poliiical subjc* us. 
He seems to have had in view from the 
beginning the devotion of his life to 
public service. During all his early pro­ 
fessional year* he was an active partici­ 
pant in Republican campaigns and early 
gave évident e of the power he has since 
developed as a public speaker and ora­ 
tor. 
The pi tn f t his political speaking 
has always be* u the Kane- Hofirst thor- 
oughly masters the subject in hand and 
then presents it forcibly. 


M’KINLEY'5 POLITICAL CAREER. 


H U W ork m* C nn(r«M niau, T ariff Special- 
Ut and (lu rern or o f O hio. 
Maj* r McKinley was but 33 years old 
when he was elected by the people of 
his district to r< present them in oon- 
grcsa. 
There he soon made his mark, 
and was r» turn* d at each subsequent 
election until that of 1800, in which 
year a gerrymander of his district de­ 
ft a • d him by a m.ij* rity of » nly 802. 
This was the culm inating one» f s< veral 
effort« on the part of the Democrat io 
legislature to gerrymander McKinley 
out of congress. 
While in congress he served on tho 
committee on revi.-ion of laws, the ju ­ 
diciary commit to , the committee on 
expenditures in the postofflco depart­ 
ment and the committee on rules. 
When General Chirtield received the 
nomination for the presidency, Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley was assigned to the vacancy on 
the committee on w ays and means. He 
served on the last mentioned committee 
until the expiration of his last term as 
representative. 
While chairman of this 
committee he framed the McKinley 
bill, which afterward became a law and 
which still bears his name. 
McKinley was a protege a t ex-presi­ 
dent Hayes, and up to the time of tho 
latter's death ho recognized the ex- 
president as his adviser and counselor. 
He was in General Hayes’ regiment 


during the rebellion. 
General Hayes 
knew him and his father well, and saw 
in the dashing young cavalier the germ 
of greatness. He needed a counselor, an 
adviser, a friend, and General Hayes 
watched over him w ith the filial love, 
devotion and pride of a father. 
The war ended« McKinley still re­ 
mained an object of hope, < f interest 
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instantly when you pull the 
trigger. So sickness may come 
on suddenly. But it takes time 
to load the gun* and it takes 
time to get ready for those ex­ 
plosions called diseases. Coughs* 
colds, any “attack,” whatever 
the subject be, often means pre­ 
cedingweakness and poor blood.

When Hayes was president, 
McKinley was in the honse of represent­ 
atives.

vice, which made McKinley the fore­ 
most champion of a protective tariff. 
President Hayes thus spoke to the young 
represen t at ive: 
“ To achieve success and fame you 
m ust pursue a special lin a

not make a speech on every motion of­ 
fered or bill introduced. You must con­ 
fine yourself to one particular thing. 
Become a specialist 
Take up some 
branch of legislation and make that 
your study. Why not t ake up t he subject 


of tariff? Being a subject that w ill not 
be settled for years to come, it offers a 
great field for study and a chance for 
uitim ato fame. ” 
With these words ringing in his ears 
McKinley began studying the tariff and 
so u became the foremost authority on 
the subject. 
The day upon which the “ McKinley 
tariff bill“ was passed in the house 
must always stand as the supreme mo­ 
m ent cf McKinley’s congressional ca­ 
reer. The bill, by adroit parliamentary 
generalship which had prevented it 
from being weighted down w ith amend­ 
ments u-r approved by the committee, 
had been brought under the operation of 
the previous question. It stood complete,

At «n great mass meeting in IndLvap - 
lis several years ago ex-President H ar­ 
rison was pr*-:iding offic«*r. McKinley 
was one of the speakers, and Harrison 
inknaduoed him as follows: 
“ He has endeared himself to all by 
his record as a gallant young s >ldiet 
battling for tLa flag. 
lie has honored 
himself, his state and the < ountry by his 
conspicuous services in high 1'gislativc 
and < crcutive places. No man more than 
he is fam iliar with tho questions that 
now engage public thought. No man is 
more able than he lucidly to set them 
before the people. 
I do ir t need to in­ 
voke your attention to what he shall 
«ay. He will command it. " 
The sentiment which resultol in the 
nomination of McKinley for governor 
of Ohio was engend* red immediately 
upon the announcement of the r- suit of 
the election of 1890, when after 14 
y* ars’ continuous service in congress the 
Ohio statesman was d( feated for re-elec­ 
tion, despite the fact that ho cut down 
the Democratic m ajority from 2,b00 to 
302. 
During his gubernatorial campaign in 
1893 M cKrnley visited ^6 • ,f th»188 c »un­ 
ties of Ohio and made 130 speeches. He 
was elected by a plurality of 80,is95, up 
to that time the record plurality in 
Ohio’s history. 
The polity which Governor McKinley 
pursu» d during his fi»ur years of occu­ 
pancy of the gubernatorial chair was 
well outlined when in his inaugural a»l- 
dress he said: “ It is my d sir* to co­ 
operate w ith you in every endear* r to 
secure a wise, economical and h<»u* rabto 
administration, and, so far as can be 
done, the improvement and elevation of 
the public service. ’’ 
From the day of his inauguration 
Governor McKinley took thegrt atest in­ 
terest in the management <»f the public 
benevolent institutions o f the state, and 
he made a study of means tax tin ir bet­ 
terment. During his fixst term the state 
board of arbitration was created, and he 
mad«* the workings of the board a m at­ 
ter of personal supervision during the 
entire four years of his adm inistration. 
This boar»! has had its services * nlisted 
in 28 strikes, and in 15 cases its efforts 
have been succc ssful. 
No a»s- »nut .-f M Kiuley's ctvonetoion 
with labor problems \v»»uld b<* complete 
vrithout some mention of tb* 
tireless 
en rgy which he displaytNi iu sucuring 
relief f* r the 2,000 miners in the Hock­ 
ing valley mining district who early in 
1805 were reported out of work and des 
titute. 
The news first came to the gov­ 
ernor one nigbt at mfilniglit, but bet- re 
5 o’clock in t>% morning he had upon 
his own responsibility dispatch* <1 to the 
aftltot» d dimriet a car containing 41,000 
worth of provisions. Later he made re­ 
peals for a-sistance and finally di.-tri-

Alamo mission—how they dropped fight 
on their knees and then died facing 
the foe. 
If yon should goto the historical city 
of San Antonio, in Texas, you w ill see 
the old mission building standing, with 
battered, bullet pierced walls, a monu­ 
ment to the 172 heroes of 1836. Behind 
these walls the most important battle in 
the war between Mexico and Texas was 
fought. 
That was when Santa Anna 
was president and the Texans were 
fighting for their independenca Here it 
was that Colonel Bowie ended his brave 
life, dying with his boots on and fight­ 
ing under the most terrible odds. 
The 
story is this, and every American child 
should know it by heart, that he may 
tell it with pride when other nations 
are talking of their great deeds: 
One hundred and forty-five men un­ 
der Captain Tiavis, u juuug umu of 28, 
were holding the town of San Antonio 
against General Santa Anna and 4,000 
men. They were the only defenders of 
the town and were ensconced in the old 
mission of the Alamo. 
Davy Crockett 
was also with them and Colonel Bowie, 
who was wounded and stretched out on 
his cot 
Of artillery they had only 14 
pieces. 
Santa Anna demanded surrender, but 
the little garrison held out for ten days, 
R kirm i< hing eorrpH v fnpf<w } 
Water. 
Every shot sent out of the mission house 
told, but not one of the Alamo heroes 
was hurt Patience aud strength, how­ 
ever, 
were being rapidly exhausted. 
Some of the little band were falling 
sick; others were desperate. Re-enforce­ 
ments had been appealed for, but none 
had come. 
Colonel Lamein, with 800 
men and four pieces of artillery, had 
started in answer to the appeal, but had 
put in somewhere for fresh water and 
food supplies. 
At last Captain Smith joined the ex 
hausted band with 82 men. Three days 
after General Santa Anna ceased the 
bombarding, aud taking advantage of 
this Captain Travis called his men into 
lino and frankly owned that there was 
no earthly hope for them; that he had 
led them into this thinking that re-en­ 
forcements were on the way. 
He does 
not ntter one word against Lamein 
for failing him. 
He simply gives them 
their choice of deaths. They can surren­ 
der and be shot down or be killed fight­ 
ing out their revenge. The captain drew 
a line and said, “ Every man who is de­ 
termined to remain here and to die with 
mo w ill come to me across this line.” 
Every soldier but one crossed at once. 
When they finished, Colonel Bowie 
looked up, with his arm in a sling, and 
cried: “ Boys, don’t leave me! 
Won’t 
some of you carry me across?’ ’ And the 
only backward step they made was to 
go over tho line and carry the colonel 
to the young captain’s sida

Rose, who was a coward, dropped over 
the wall into a ditch to tell the tale. 
And then came the terrible day. 
Santa Anna brought all his forces to 
boar on the fortress.

W illiam McKinley, whose name and 
personality 
just 
now dominate 
all 
things Republican, holds the front cen­ 
ter of the public stage. 
He is probably 
more talked abdat today than any other 
American and premia— to hold that 
position for several months. 
Under the 
*111 glare of publicity he stands unflinch­ 
ingly while the searchlight is turned 
steadily upon him. 
It is a crucial tost. 
Ko detail of his whole carcer, no phase 
c# his character, no act or word or deed, 
however shrouded by years, is left un 
disclosed. 
And what docs the light reveal? An 
ancestry cf honest, sturdy, hardworking 
folks, poor and in humble circumstances, 
but of such sort that no man in this 
democratic country need be ashamed. 
A boyhood spent among simple but pure 
minded people*—spent in industry and 
in an honest endeavor to rise. A young 
manhood devoted to gallantly fighting 
for the Union, and later, when pewee had 
come and the sword was put away, to 
the pursuit of an honored profession. 
The details of his later carcer in con­ 
gress. where for years ho represented his 
•tate faithfully and w ith much personal

fore. H it lateraervfte* to t he great com­ 
monwealth of Which he became gosh to­ 
ot areal such recent date that they need 
hardly to be mentioned in summing up 
the events of his life. 
Aa a rnere boy he was a good school­ 
teacher. 
There are official records to show that 
he was a go, si soldier. 
As a lawyer he did credit to the pro­ 
fession. 
Aa a statesman ho made a most bril­ 
liant record, which, althoagh In the 
heat of a political campaign may be 
criticised by his opponents, w ill un­ 
doubtedly stand tho test of ti m a 
As for integrity of character, there is 
no blot on the McKinley escutcheon. 
His sterling honesty was demonstrated 
and tested in the fire of financial disas­ 
ter. 
Few public men have had to p a - 
through this ordeal, mid none cf those 
who did came out of it more honorably 
than William McKinley. 
H it patriotism is the strongest point 
in his character. 
Whether aa a boy sol­ 
dier, fighting for his country, or as a 
politician seeking to serve it, as a gov­ 
ernor directing the fortunes of a great 
state, or as a statesman molding the 
statute* of the nation, he has been first 
and foremost an American, and all h it 
pride has been centered in that name 
Not since the days of Webster, with 
whom he baa many traits in commem, 
always excepting Abraham Lincoln, 
have we had a man in public life who 
so typified the country, whoso every u t­ 
terance had in it ao much expression of 
his love of the land, as McKinley. 
All j 
through his 4 years in the army, his 
Id years ie eongwws and his 4 years 
in the gubernatorial chair he bas been 
unswerving in ms Americanism. Such 
is the mau who is now an honest candi 
date for the presidency. 


M‘KIN LEY’8 BOYMOOO. 


■a Was a Beal Bor. Vet Studio— and of 
Religion* Boat. 
W illiam McKinley is sprung from that 
dominant race that has furnished this 
pgfiy i w ith sotno of its greatest soldiers 
aud statesmen. 
Ho ii Scotch-Irish by 
descent, and his ancestors immigrated 
to this country early enough to have 
amis who took a patriotic part in the 
wrnr of the Revolution. 
The family removed from Pennsyl­ 
vania to Ohio in 1814, and from that 
dxy have been identified w ith that state, 


not in a great public way, but simply 
as faithful and devoted citizens, not 
striving for particular eminence, but 
notable for sturdiness of character and 
integrity. 
It was among such people aud of 
them that W illiam McKinley was bern, 
af Niles, in Trumbull county, O., Jan. 
28, 1843. 
A younger son, he was destined by 
his father, after whom he was named, 
for the bar, and was educated at the 
public schools, arid later entered Alle­ 
ghany oollege at Meadville, Pa., teaching 
school to pay his tuition fees. 
Scarcely 


was he matriculated when the civil war 
came on. 
He was but a stripling of 18 
when he entered as a private. 
McKinley, as those who remember 
him as a boy in Poland declare, w*»s a 
zeal boy, full of fun, loving athletic

sports, fond of hors**- md hunting and 
fishing, and all outd* r exercise, and 
yet at 16 we find bim taking upon him­ 
self a serious vie w of life. 
The church 
record* show that in 1858* whim lit was 
hardly 16, he united w ith the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal church ©I Poland, the 
minister of which was Rev. Dr. Day, 
whose son, Wilson M. Day, is now pres­ 
ident of the Cleveland chamber of com­ 
merce. 
Mi.jor McKinley's father was an in n 


manufacturer, and a pioneer in that 
business. 
W illiam was his third atm. 
The eldest, David, is now a resit!- u t of 
Ban Francisco, where he i- the Hawai­ 
ian consul general to the United states. 
The second son. James, died abo it four 
years ago. There is another son, Aimer, 
younger than the major, who ai though 
a citizen of Canton, spends most of his 
time in New York, where he is engaged 
in business. 
j 
McKinley’s mother is now 8? years 
of age, but alert and rig r e * , ic rn tally 
and physically. 
She set s much of her 
distinguished son, and he w aits a i her 
axal walks w ith ber each .lay be spends 
in Canton. 
Even now, while his anxi­ 
eties arr and should bo ou keenest edge, 
playing, as be is, a bold game for the 
biggest stake on earth, he visits and 
walks with his motlier every id o moon. 
They prefer the quiet streets of toe sub­ 
urbs for these little excursions, and 
McKinley may bt scud escort mg the old 
lady w ith the profoundest defer nee and 
affectum, w hile tile con versa ut mal in­ 
terchange between the two never flags. 


M KIN LEY, THE SOLDIER. 


Bow Bo Rom From lh«* Hank* and Mo­ 
ran*# rn Brosot SI alo#. 
Young McKinley had linen a keen ob­ 
server, so far as his opportunities went, 
of the political t vents that culminated 
in the firing on Fort Bn ab r, 
The cull 
of the president for broo]* found a quirk 
response in his breast, as it did all 
through the ti- -rib. And when the drums 
and fifes aroused the echoes of the quiet 
streets of Poland, among the first appli­ 
cants for enlistment was William Mc­ 
Kinley, Jr. 
It was a new experience and a new 
school that the i 8-year-old boy entered, 
this school of war, but he had wonder­ 
ful teachers, 
It was hi* good fortune 
that assigned him to the Tw« uty-third 
Ohio. 
The recruits that composed it 
were in June, 1861, mustered and form* J 
od into a regiment. Its first colonel was 
W lliaiu B. R isecraus, afterward maj«*r 
general commanding the department of 
the Cumberland. 
Second iii command J 
we* Stanley Matthews, who was a splen­ 
did soldier, but won hi* great* it hi Hors 
in civil life by becoming United Mate* 
eem tor aud justle*' of the United Slat- - 
supreme 
court} 
and Rather! rd 
F 
Haves, afterward governor of Ohio ai 
president cf th© United States. Th* 
ar© a few of the illus'r • us rn* n w 1 
frere beans on tho roll of 
* • ti 
gallant regitm ut in which marched Pri­ 
vate W illiam McKinley, Jr, 
Us carried the musket fur 14 in 
tbs; 
then ho was promoted. 
But l o won h * 
promotion honestly, 
His comrades of 
the rank ami file bear testimony to tho 
fact that he was a good soldi* r ; that ho 
performed every duty devolving upon 
him with fidelity and intelligence and 
without complaint. Th* y e< ngrainlut* *1 
him, therefore, when he was made com­ 
missary sergeant of tin-regim ent Liter, 
after Antiatom, lit was made a s* cond 
lientonant, and the Mahoning county 
boy had risen from the ranks. 
He was now to all intents aud pur­ 
poses a trained veteran. He had had his 
baptism in blood at Carnifex Ferry. He 
had gone through the W *st Virginia 
campaign and become a part of tim 
magnificent Army of the J? tornao under 
McClellan. 
South Mounta n aud Autie- 
tam had Is en made immortal by the 
blood of heroes, anti the si on I der straps 
were worn w ith a due bu not ©nagger- 
ated realisation of tho responsibilities 
they implied. He became a second lieu­ 
tenant ou Sept. 24, 1862. 
He was pro­ 
moted to first lieutenant Feb. 7, 1808. 
His oommtssion as captain bears date } 
July §5, 1864. 
The brevet rank of major was con 
(erred lur Praaidant Lineout A'fat aal* 


lant and mc rifr ti* us servic? s at the bat­ 
tles of Opequiin, Fish* r ’s Creek and 
Cedar H ill.” H»' was with i'btridan in

Winchester, Cedar Creek, Fisher’s Hill,

When tho war closed, McKinley was 
just 22. 
Ko v t ; full cf youthful en­ 
thusiasm and ai* r. and he returned to 
his he mo in Obi fully < s p itin g lo ac­ 
cept tho flattering offer mad* him of a 
comm tssl u i i the r* gal ar army. 
But to this Ii - parents offer* I strong 
opposition. 
Tiny pointed < ut the small 
rewards to honor and ambition that 
come to the 
Id r in time of peace. At 
length he yielded to the r persuasions 
and reluctantly gave up his dreams of 
m artial gl; ry at d bent his mind upon 
th*’ pursuits of peace. The w ar laid 
made a man of him and ended all 
thought*! a collegiate career. He cast 
about b r a profession, and naturally, 
considering the Isn t of his mind, lie 
chose th* law. 
He beearn® a sind* ut iii 
the offices tf Chark s E. Glitldt a and 
D ivid W ikun, tin ti leaders of ll*** Ma­ 
honing c unty bar. 
Ho supplemented 
his reading by taking the course at the 
Albany Law school, and in 1807 a a s 
admitt* d to tho practice. 
He h eated at 
Canton, whore lie funned a parincr-hip 
with Judge Be Idem. 
Ile was an excel I* ut advocate, even in 
th* isi* early years, and made some of the 
best jury arguments ever made at the 
H ark comity bar. 
At the time he was 
first elected to c mgr* ss he enjoyed one 
of the leading places and one of the best 
general practices iii th© county, 
As a lawy* r Mr. McKinley was al­ 
ways thorough and careful in the prepa­ 
ration of cases. He had the confidence of 
everybody and soon became particularly 
prominent as an adv* cate. He prepared 
himself by thorough courses of reading 
for his public career. 
He ii much as 


Garfield vtus in this respect and pos- 
elements of strength by reason of 
his thorough study of political subjects. 
He seems to have bad in view from the 
beginning the devotion of his life to 
public service. During all his early pro­ 
fessional years he was an active partici­ 
pant in Republican campaigns aud early 
gave evidence of the pow er he has since 
developed as a public speaker and cra­ 
ter. The pl ,n of hi* political speaking 
ha* always been th© aam** He first thor­ 
oughly mast--re the subject in hand and 
then presents it forcibly. 


M’KINLEY'3 POLITICAL CAREER. 


Ute W ork aa Congr#M (uau, T ariff S p ecia l­ 
ist sa d G overnor o f O hio, 
Maj* r McKinley was but S3 years old 
wh< a he was elected by the people of 
his d benet to repress at them in con­ 
gress. 
There h® soon made his mark, 
mid was returned at each subsequent 
election until that of I BOO, in which 
year a gerrymander of hi* district de­ 
ft al d him by a maj* rity of only 802, 
This was th*' culm inating one* f several 
effort- un the part of the Democratic 
legislature to g* rrym aader McKinley 
out of congress. 
Wiiile in congress he served on the 
committee r n revision of laws, the ju ­ 
diciary committee, th*' committee on 
expenditures in the postoffice depart­ 
ment and the committee on rules. 
When General Garfield receiv«3d tho 
nomination for the presidency, Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley was assigned to the vacancy on 
tho committee on ways and means. He 
served un the last rn* uti <iH d oommittoe 
until the expiration of his last term as 
repres* dative. 
While chairman of this 
committee he framed the McKinley 
bill, which afterward beearn* a law and 
w hich still bt ars his name. 
McKinley was a protege of ex-Presi­ 
dent Hayes, and up to the time of the 
latter'* death ho recognised the ex* 
pr« si dent us his adviser and c* uhs* lor. 
He was in General Hayes’ ngim cut 


during the rebellion. 
General Hayes 
knew him ami his father well, and saw 
iii th© dashing young cavalier tho germ 
of greatness. H® ne* ti cd a counselor* ail 
adviser, a friend, aud General Hayes 
watched ©vt r him w ith tho filial lov<% 
devotion and pride of a father, 
Th** W’ar t tided, McKinley still re* 
Basined an obj«*ct of hope, cf interest

With these words ringing in his ears 
McKinley began studying the tariff and 
soon became the foremost authority on 
the subject. 
The day upon w hich the “ McKinley 
tariff bill” wa* passed in the house 
must always stand as the supreme mo­ 
m ent rf McKinley’s congressional ca­ 
reer. The bill. by adroit parliamentary 
generalship which had prevented it 
fn im being weighted down w ith am* nd- 
rnents not apio* red by the committee, 
had been brought under the operation of 
the previous question. It stood complete,

Upon 
McKinley devolved the task of smooth­ 
ing its pat Ii and speeding it upon its 
way. 
Th© occasion, thoroughly advertised, 
Et bracted to the capitol an immense 
throng. Th© galleries were one mas* of 
hum anity and the anticipation of the 
vote had compelled the attendance of ev­ 
ery member. As usual, McKinley spoke 
w ithout notea 
His voice, penetrating 
but not harsh, filled the chamber. Every 
sentence was as solid as the granite in 
the eternal hills. 
Never was an orator 
more fret' from th© ordinary claptrap 
than McKinley. So true is this that the 
incident when he suddenly drew from 
beneath his de*k th© suit if clothes 
which ho purchased fi r f lu at th© es­ 
tablishment of a fellow representative in 
Boston, in order to demonstrate tho 
cheapo©** of wearing apparel, stand* out 
in all its loneliness w ith vivid distinct­ 
ness. 
It was this earnestness and self con­ 
vict iou that made McKinley’s addr* ss in 
til*' house and on th© stump so effective. 
Indeed theoooasion is still recalled when 
he held an audience of Georgia people 
for two hours at a Chautauqua assembly 
near A tlanta while he preached to them 
tho glories of the protective tariff sys­ 
tem. 
“ It was only by th© greatest sell 
control,” said Henry VV. Grady, speak 
tug of this event afterward, “ that I re­ 
strained myself from rising as McKinley 
concluded his wonderful ape* ch and de­ 
claring myself henceforth ready to fol 
low him as a disciple,” 
James (>. Blaine, iii his “ Twenty 
Years of Congress,” reviews the Forty- 
fifth congress, in which McKinley first 
sat, as follows! “ William McKinley, 
Jr., entered from th® Canton district. ' 
H© enlisted in an Ohio regiment when 
but 17 years old and won th© rank of 
m ajor by meritorious st rvice, The inter- 
est of his constituency and his own bent 
of mind led him to th© study of indus­ 
trial questions, and be was soon recog­ 
nised in th© hone© as one of the most 


thorough statisticians amt urn? *.«. roc, 
ablest defenders of Ute doctrine of pro­ 
tection. ” 
At a great- mass meeting in Indianapo­ 
lis several years ago ex-Pr* sidem H ar­ 
rison was presiding officer. McKinley 
was one of the speakers, and Harrison 
intsoduci d him as follows: 
“ He has endeared himself to all by 
his record as a gallant young soldi*'i 
battling for th a flag. 
He has Ii tiered 
himself, his state and tho country by his 
conspicuous sen-ices iii high I gislativi 
and executive places. No man more than 
he is fam iliar w ith tho quest ions thai 
now engage* public thought. No man is 
more able than ho lucidly to set them 
before th© people. 
I do not rn * *1 to in­ 
voke your attention to what he shall 
say. He w ill command it. ” 
Tile sentiment which resulted in the 
nomination of McKinley for g< vernor 
of Ohio was engendered immediately 
upon the announcement of the r« -ult of 
the ©lection of 1890, when after i t 
years’ continuous sendee in congress the 
Ohio statesman was defeated for re-©lec­ 
tion, despite tho fact that ho cut down 
the Democratic m ajority from 2,DOO to 
302. 
During his gubernatorial campaign rn 
1893 Melton!* y visited 80 * f the 88 < rari­ 
ties of Ohio and mad© 130 -speeches, Ho 
was elected by a plurality of 80,995, up 
to that time the record plurality in 
Ohio’s history. 
The polity which Governor McKinley 
parent d during his four years cf .occu­ 
pancy of th© gubernatorial chair win 
well outlined when in his inaugural ad­ 
dress he said: “ It is my desire to co­ 
operate with you in every * ud* av r to 
secure a wise, econ- laical aud hon rable 
administration, and, so far as can Ire 
done. the improvement and elevation of 
the public service. ’ ’ 
From the day of his inauguration 
Governor McKinley took th** gre atest in­ 
terest in the management of the public 
benevolent institutions of the state, and 
he made a study of rn* ans for th- ir bet­ 
terment, During his first term the state 
board of arbitration was created and he 
made the wo rkings of the board a m at­ 
ter of personal snpervision during the 
entire four years of his administration. 
This boar*! ha- had its sendees enlisted 
in 25 strikes, ami in 15 cases its efforts 
have been sue©* ss fill. 
No besm ut of M Hanley'a connection 
w ith labor problems would Ik- oomph re* 
w thorn som*- raenti* u * f the tireless 
en rgy which he displayed in scouring 
re* ief fi r the 2,000 miners iii th© Hock­ 
ing valley mining district who early in 
1885 were reported out of work aud d* s 
titute. The news rir-t came to the gov­ 
ernor one night at midnight, but hero*® 
5 o’clock in the morning he had upon 
his own responsibility disputchc d to the 
afflicted district a c.*r containing #1,000 
worth of provisions. Later he mad© ap­ 
peals for assistance and finally distri­ 
buted among the 2,732 fain iii* * in the 
district clothing and provisions to the 
amount of #32,796.95.

Santa A nna dem anded surrender, but 
the little garrison held out for ten days, 
skirm ishing secretly for food and w ater 
Every shot sent out of tho mission house 
told, but not one of the Alam o heroes 
was h u rt Patience aud strength, how ­ 
ever, 
were being rapidly exhausted 
Some of the little band were falling 
sick; others were desperate. Re-enforce­ 
m ents had been appealed for, but none 
had come. 
Colonel Lam ein, w ith SOO 
men and four pieces of artillery, had 
started in answer to the appeal, but had 
put in somewhere for fresh w ater and 
food supplies. 
A t last C aptain Sm ith joined the ex 
hausted band w ith 82 mon. Threo days 
after G eneral S anta A nna oeased the 
bombarding, and taking advantage of 
this Captain T ravis called his men into 
line and frankly owned th a t there w as 
no earthly hope for them ; th a t he had 
led them into this thinking th a t re-en- 
forcomeuts were on the way.
